Sub-paragraph 2 of this paragraph is believed to 
be based on interrogations of technicians returned 
from the Soviet Union, while sub-paragraph 3 is 
considered to represent information which we had 
passed to ZIPPER in the form of a sanitized ver- 
sion of EGQW-21894. 

This instance is believed to have been based on 
the case of an unidentified secretary or typist 
working for a West German Government office in 
Bonn (possibly the Foreign Office). According 
to ZIPPER, she was approached by the SRIS while 
visiting her parents in the Soviet Zone. Upon 
her return, she immediately reported this approach, 
but refused to became involved in any double-play. 
In connection with this story, ZIPPER mentioned 
the alleged incompetence of the security officer 
of the Foreign Office in Bonn whom they claimed 
had fumbled several leads.
